GEORGE W. SMITH DEAD 

Red Deer, Aug. 3—George Wilbur 
Smith, U.F.A. member of the Al- 
berta Legislature for Red Deer, died 
suddénly Saturday morning in Red 
Deer Municipal Hospital, from a sud- 
den heart seizure, at the age of 76 
years. 

Mr. Smith had been taken to hos- 
pital some weeks ago and was to 
have been operated on for a kidney 
ailment. The operation was to take 
place Saturday. Friday night he 
was in good spirits but a sudden at- 
tack about 2 o’tlock in the morning 
caused death. 

Mr. Smith was one of the district’s 
first settlers, coming to the Red 
Deer area in 1883. He was the 
first school teacher in Central Al- 
berta, taking up his duties at the old 
townsite, four miles up the river from 
Red Deer. When the railway came 
through and the location of the town 
was moved, Mr. Smith was the first 
teacher in the new Red Deer school 
quarters. 

He played an active part in the 
development of this centre. In 1917 
he was elected to the mayoralty chai 
following several years of service on 
the council. In 1921 he was elected 
to the Provincial Legislature as a 
United Farmers of Alberta candid- 
ate. He was accorded re-election in 
1926 and 1930. 

(Mr. Smith is survived by his wid- 
ow, who is the eldest daughter of 
the late Rev. Dr. Gaetz, Red Deer 
first resident. 
daughters also survive. 

Born at Maitland, Nova Scotia, in 
1858, Mr. Smith came west at an 
early age. He was a director of the 
Smith Land Company, Limited and 
the Western General Electric Com- 
pany. 

Funeral was held Menday.

| raising the definite antagonism of 
France toward Great Britain. 
The British have often been  ac- 


cused of hypocrisy and other nations, 
notably France, have developed the 
habit of looking behind the idealism 
for more concrete and material mot- 
ives. Often they have been justified, 


pretext of taking up ‘‘The White 
Man’s Burden’’—has managed to se- 
cure for the British Empire a con- 
siderable portion of the earth’s sur- 
face. Yet it is doubtful 
Anyone can honestly make such ac- 
cusations today. For, as in Germany 
so in Britain, a new order has come 
into being. 

Nobody can accuse the present 
British Government of being over- 
Imperialistic. Nobody would accuse 
it of being over-radical (hence the 
bitter antagonism shown to Mr. Mac- 
Donald by the Cemmunists, who see 
in him a bulwark against extrem- 
ism.) Whatever troubles the Labor 


Government has to face at home, 
whatever dissatisfaction is felt in 
connection with its domestic policy, 


none can dispute that this same gov- 
ernment is today showing.

PRIME MINISTER ACTS 
HASTILY 
(Calgary Herald) 
Mr. Bennett’s dramatic announce- 
ment in the House, on Tuesday, that 
the proposed new schedule of income 
taxes will be abandoned because of 
insinuations that he as prime min- 
ister stood personally to benefit is 
regrettable in many respects. It is 
unfortunate that the charge of self- 
interest was levelled against the head 
of the government. To anyone who is 
aquainted with the high standard of 
public conduct Mr. Bennett has set 
himself, the charge of self-interest is 
absurd. As he explained the new 
income tax schedule was drawn up 
by the commissioner of income tax- 
ation and presented to the minister 
of finance on the eve of the budget 
presenation. Mr. Bennett is not the 
type to seek ‘he benefit from his ex- 
alted position, and only party feel- 
ing of an extreme type would inter- 
pret the income tax changes as an 
attempt to decrease his personal tax- 
ation. 
It is unfortunate that having pre- 
sented the new schedule to Parlia- 
ment Mr. Bennett has not stood by 
it—The incident reveals the need of 
a separation of the duties of the 
Prime Minister and minister of fin- 
ance, The dual responsibility is too 
much for one individual. Had one 
of Mr. Bennett’s colleagues been in 
control of the budget, the situation 
which has wounded the Prime Min- 
iser so severely might never have 
developed. 


THE BEAUHARNOIS REPORT 

The report of the select committee 
of parliament which inquired into 
certain unsavory allegations in con- 
nection with the Beauharnois power 
development scheme has cleared the 
atmosphere in more respects than 
one. It has disclosed certain politic- 
al happenings spread over a period, 
plottings, privy conspiracies and in- 
trigue which Canadians would prefer 
not have had happen. There has been 
in a word, a lot of dirty linen washed. 
Unfortunately the figure of speech 
fails when we try to carry it further 
because the laundered linen is not 
hanging out on the ine all sweet and 
fresh and white but indelibly stained. 
What to do with the stained _ por- 
tions is something which the proper 
authorities will have to determine 
with some of the same commendable 
promptitude as parliament has decid- 
ed that Beauharnois must be devel- 
oped hereafter in the interests of the 
people of Canada. 

And herein lies perhaps the great- 
est benefit which may be expected 
to accrue from the inquiry and the 
resultant report. This committee has 
returned a spectacular and in places 
a melodramic verdict in which it has 


' rightly reproved various wrong-doers 


with the same cruel joy that the 
spectators in the Roman amphitheat- 
re might have been expected to feel at 
seeing a Christian squirm. But 
transcending all of this is the fact 
that a great Canadian enterprise has 
been saved for the people of the 
Dominion. Plans are already being 
discussed for proceeding with this 
great project in such a manner as 
will best serve the public interests. 
Paranthetically it might be remarked 
that had some of the so-called new 
aspects of the question been consid- 
ered at the proper time the Beauhar- 
nois scandal might never have stain- 
ed the record of Canadian enterprise 
and Canadian politics. It is not 
many sessions since parliament heard 
a debate on whether water power 
was in the control of the Dominion 
or of the provinces. One might have 
imagined that Dominion legislators 
would have upheld the rights of Can- 
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ide be & whole. ‘There 


Bat no. 
were those who, seeing 
for their provinces and their 
uencies, questioned the Dominion’s 


rights and out of the inaction which 
resulted from disagreoment the pres 

ent situation was undoubtedly born. 
bly representatives of the Domin- 
ion government and of the govern- 
ment of Quebec are conferring with 
a view to remédving confliet of jur- 
isdiction where it arises, They might 
well have done so before. 

The fact remains that here is a 
great public work remaining to be 
done. There has been wrongdoing. 
Iii-fotten gains have been collected. 
But Oanada needs Beauharnois as 
much today as yesterday, while 
those who invested their capital in 
the enterprise in good faith need 
the protection which it will become 
their due to expect. Because it has 
cleared the adtmosphere and set the 
wheels of a great essential enter- 
prise turning again with a clearer 
sound the parliamentary committee is 
to be commended on the thorough- 
ness with which it did its work and 
the fearlessness of the report.

THE AUSTRALIAN TREATY 

Sines the Australian Treaty lowers 
the tariff wall between Canada and 
the Commonwealth, te that extent 
facilitating the interchange, it is 
heartily to be commended. The 
treaty takes the form, not of spec- 
ial agreements upon particular art- 
icles of commerce, but of an exten- 
sion to each country of the prefer- 
ential tariff already in existence as 
applied to British goods. The sum- 
mary of the treaty as published sug- 
gests an encouragement of Canadian 
trade with Australia in lumber, can- 
ned salmon, newsprint and machin- 
ery. A very large proportion of the 
four hundred odd articles upon 
which the preference applies have 
been put in for purely window dress- 
ing purposes; but the items noted 
above are of real value, and should 
considerably enlarge our exports in 
thgse articles to Australia. 


A BIG RESPONSIBILITY 

The Red Cross has been asked to 
take charge of unemployment relief 
in the Dominion and those who know 
the standard of service which has 
been maintained by that onganiza- 
tion know that its members’ will 
work ‘assiduously to alleviate suffer- 
ing. 

The Prime Minister has placed a 
huge responsibility on the shoulders 
of the Red Cross—the responsibility 
to see that all those whe are suffer- 
ing, irrespective of racial origin, re- 
ceive succor. In the past the Red 
Cross has, of its own volition, look- 
ed after unemployed ex-service men. 
Now its sphere has broadened. By 
assumption of the .iesponsibility 
placed upon it by Mr. Bennett, the 
Red Cross has undertaken to look 
after all unemployed and their de- 
pendents, insofar as it is capable of 
so doing. 

Needless to say, it is to be hoped 
that the duties of the Red Cross in 
connection with the alleviation of 
distress will not last for any longer 
than is absolutely essential. 

The real cure for the evils of un- 
employment lies in creation of work, 
in scientific planning, in allotment to 
unemployed men and women of ne- 
cessities which are their due as citi- 
zens. It does not lie in charity.

WOMEN VOTERS AND 
PUBLIC LIFE 


Dr. Charles Gray Shaw, professor 
of philosophy in the New York Un- 
iversity, declared recentiy that wo- 
men should quit politics because 
neither is doing the other any good. 
He believes women should stick to 
their homes and personal interests. 

This advice looks like an attempt 
to put back the clock. It is true, so 
far as Canads is concerned that the 
inauguration of equal suffrage has 
not resulted in any rapid promotion 
of women to public positions. It is 
a'zo true that the tone of politics has 
not undergone any marked _ trans- 
formation since the fair sex have 
been given the privilege of voting in 
all elections, but that is no reason 
why they should consent to abandon 
their right to express an opinion on 
all public issues, and candidates for 
office. They are citizens and have 
every right to vote or not as they 
see fit. Vo 

Equal suffrage in this country has 
demonstrated the interesting fact 
that women voters are not class con- 
scious. It is within their power to 
elect many of their number to the 
House of Commons, the provincial 
legislature and to city and municipal 
councils, but they continue to express 
a preference for male representatives. 


‘There is only one Woman in the 
House of Comiions; one in the Ail- 
berta Legislature and one in the. Cal- 
gary city council. In several legis- 
jatures femininity is absent altogeth- 
er. It is evidént that women voters 
as a whole arte of the opnion that 
members: of their sex are not neces- 
sarily needed in the councils of state. 
Meré man will not question the logic 
of the conviction, nor yet - dispute 
the view that the presence of women 
voters in large numbers at the polls 
may be a wholesome influere -in el- 
ections. Women voters may -not el- 
evate polities but on the other hand 
their influence on public life cannot 
help but be beneficial.
